n my present position I could scarcely 
ie justified were I to omit to raise a 
warning voice against this approach of 
etnrning despotism. It is not needed 
nor fitting here that a general argu- 
ment should be made in favor of pub- 
ic institutions; but here is one point 
with its connection not so hackneyed 
as most others, to which I ask brief 
attention. It is the effort to place capi- 
tal on an equal footing with, if not 
above labor, in the structure of govern- 
ment.

;he use of it induces him to labor." 
And then he adds: "Labor is prior to 
and independent of capital. 
Capital is 


only the'fruit of labor and .could never 
have existed if labor had not first ex- 
isted.

Labor is the su- 


perior of capital and deserves much 
higher consideration." 


Than he adds: "No men living are 


more worthy to be trusted than those 
who toil up from poverty, none less 
inclined to take or touch aught which 
they have not honestly earned. 
Let 


them beware of surrendering a political 
power which they already possess, and 
which, if surrendered, will surely be 
used to close the door of advancement 
against such as they, and to fix new 
tasks and burdens upon them, till all 
of liberty shall be lost. 
(Applause.) 


These wore the words of Abraham 


Lincoln. 
They are not intended to 


arouse animosity against capital, but 
they state a great truth that is always 
to be remembered, that capital is but 
the fruit of labor and you cannot de- 
stroy labor without destroying the pos- 
sibility of future capital. 
(Applause.) 


Had these words of Lincoln been 


uttered by Gompers, the gold bugs 
would have called him an anarchist.

.Hclenaite, but has for a lev years beerj 
living- on the Clearwater river, was in 
Helena the other da3'. He is in one oi 
.the wildest regions of Montana and hia 
'nearest neighbor is seven miles away, 


r between the main divide, of the Ttockies 
and the towering and barren Kootenai 
mountains. He says the country, where 
he has -established a farm in fhe dense 
timber and ragged mountains, is alive 
•with game. Elk, moose and deer are to 
be seen at all times and are easy ta 
shoot, while bears nnd mountain lions 
are very numerous. A new species of 
bear has been seen there this season 
for the first time. It is an animal with 
fe. fur of a. creamy white, nearly of the 
color of the polar bear, and none ol 
the old hunters of the region ever saw 
that sort of bear before. The animal is 
smaller than the grizzly, black or sil- 
ver-tip bear common in the country, 
and is very fierce. Of this kind three 
have been trapped nnd killed this sea- 
son. 
One trapper in the mountains of 


that section has killed 10 bears this sea- 
son, while two others, hunting- in com- 
pany, have trapped 1G of rtie largest 
size.

Council held a special meeting last 


night to consider a few matters of un- 
finished business reative to ^letting the 
contract for the paving of the Market 
street esplanade and the building of the 
new engine house. All members, with 
the exception of Messrs. Lynn, Winter 
and Labold, were present. 
It will be 


remembered at the last meeting of 
council there was a protest entered by 
Messrs. Kelley & Monroe, contractors, 
against the awarding of the work to 
Jas. Coming, whose bid of 14 cents 
had been accepted by the committee in- 
stead of their bid, which was two cents 
lower. They objected to the discrimi- 
nation in favor of the higher bid. On 
motion of Mr. Gims, last night, all the 
bids received and acted npon were 
thrown oat and the whole 
matter 


turned over to the citizens' committee, 
with full power to go ahead and con- 
tract for the work. The law and claims 
committee was authorized to contract 
with the citizens' committee to pay 
$461 as the city's half of the cost of 
the improvement. 
This places the city 


in a £most peculiar position. 
If the 


citizens' committee cannot contract for 
the work at the cost estimated by coun- 
cil, they will lose money. 
The city is 


not liable lor any sum over §461. 


Solicitor Woodrow reported that the 


cost of the 
esplanade improvement 


could be taken out of either the street 
or general fund, provided the clerk 
could certify that the money was in the 
fund. 
As there was $4,000 in the gen- 


eral fund and only about $1,200 in the 
street fund, council voted to appropri- 
ate the amount from the general fund. 


A resolution was passed to issue a 


note for $1,000 in favor of thejfireman's 
pension board at 4 per cent as a tern 
porary loan for tbe purpose of building 
the new engine house. 


Mr. Huber called attention to the 


importance of having some one watch 
the course of construction :"of the new 
enigue house an see that all plims and 
specifications were complied with.

A party of five Japanese reached Chi- 


cago the other day on their way from 
Yokohama to Tx>ndon, where they are to 
effect the transfer of the war indemnity 
which China is owing to their country. 
They registered at the Auditorium and 
suentmost of the afternoon and evening 
making a<study of the city. 
| 


At the head of the party is So nod a 


Kokichi, president of the Specie bank 
at Yokotuuua, the financial agent of tho 
Bank of Japan, a government institu- 
tion. With him are S. Hawakawa, pri- 
vate secretary of the minister of finance; 
T. Yamaanoto, casuLer of the Bank of 
Japan; U. Yanagiya, and K. Imanishi, 
secretary to Mr. Soiioda. 


By the treaty made at the close of the 


war with China that country engage*! 
to pay the victorious Japanese an in- 
demnity of 200,000,000 taels, or about 
$150,000,000. Half of this, has already 
been turned over in London by the 
Chinese embassy to the Japanese em- 
bassy. The Specie bank, as the agent 
of the BaiLk of Japan, which has no 
London correspondent, will receive the 
money from the embassy of the. Jap- 
anese government and attend to its 
transfer to Japan or other disposition 
of it. Of this Mr. Sonoda said: 


"Just what we are to do with the in- 


demnity I am not at liberty to say. It 
may be shipped back in gold or we may 
buy silver with it, or itma.y be expended 
in part. The indemnity was to bo paid 
in sUver, but it will likely be converted 
into gold. 


"Yours is a wonderful cify and a 


wonderful country. 
I have always 


thought well of the United States. Itis 
likely that our relations will become, 
closer. Japan is now at work on a steam- 
ship line to the United States. We. are 
to repair our broken navy, and I should 
like to GCC the inen-oi-war built, in 
American shipyards, as we have no 
means at home to do the work. 


"I am a bimetallist. Japan is prac- 


tical! y a silver county. After your 
congress repealed the Sherman law and 
the price of silver fell our government 
a ppointed a comm ission to make a study 
of the money question. I was a member 
of it. The commission thought it best 
to adopt a gold standard, although it 
did not believe that Japan was quite 
ready for it then. It favored gold aa a 
means of keeping financial company 
with other nations. But we should 
prefer the double standard if the world 
would only have it."

grave importance. When it is known 
that a very large proportion of the

tunity to commit ne\v crimes, the ques- 
tion assumes a seriousness that the 
public generally does not appreciate. 


Criminals of all degrees, principally 


men whose supreme object in life is, in

honest and unsuspecting citi/.en of his 
goods, are daily being turned loose. 
There are, fortunately, many persons 
•who, upon release from prison, become 
useful and law-abiding citizens. They 
have been the victims of some unusual 
circumstances, or the combination of 
punishment and reformatory measures 
to which they have been subjected

file of prison population, whei^.er 
found, is made up of men who are or 
will become habitual criminals. They 
suffer no humiliation or contrition, but 
rather take a pride in their achieve- 
ments, and look forward to greater 
ones when they shall have regained 
their liberty. 


The police authorities, svhose duty it 


is to protect society against those who 
threaten its peace, as much as to ferret 
out the perpetrators of a crime after it 
has been committed, cannot protest

victed. The best that can bo done is 
to keep them under surveillance.

knowledge of his past record proves a 
key to the whole affair. 
His

haunts, his pals and methods of opera- 
tion become clues that are successfully 
worked. The invention of the liertil- 
lon French system of identifying pris- 
oners, in 18—, proved the first satisfac- 
tory plan for this purpose to come into 
use. 
It was devised by M. Bcrtillon, a 


French physician, who was connected 
with the police department of 1'aris. 
/It has now become an important factor 


in dealing with the crimininal classes 
in many parts of the world, and the in- 
dications are favorable to its universal 
adoption. 


It was first brought to this country 


in 18SO. 
Major MeCloughry, at that 


time warden of the Jolict, 111., prison, 
but now superintendent of the 1'ontiac 
reformatory, was president of the na- 
tional association of prison wardens. 
Connected with the .loliot institution 
was a .Swiss named .Mullet-, in thu ca- 
pacity of chief clerk. 
licing a good 


French scholar, he was sent to Paris 
by Warden 
MeCloughry. where 
he 


translated the books treating upon the 
system. 
Upon his return, the knowl- 


edge thus obtained was promptly put 
into use at Joliet, W. H. Luke, who 
took instructions from Muller. becom- 
ing the first Kortillon operator in the 
Qiiited Slates. 
Warden McClonghry, 


;vho at once became a warm advocate 


, sf the system, brought it to the atten- 


tion of the association of which he was 


At the clerk's desk his age, national- 


ity and other details are taken, lie is 
asked a number of questions, among 
others tlie rather gruesome one as to 
who he desires notified in case he 
diefc 


or anything happens to him while in 
prison. 
The number of his shoe and 


hat, his education and drinking habits 
are put down. 
He here signs an order 


giving the warden authority to open 
all mail that may como to him. 
I to is 


then commanded to take off his coat, 
vest, shoes and stockings, and to 
roll 


up his left trousers leg to the knee and 
his left sleeve. At a portion of the 
room wainscoted with wood, on which 
are marked scales of measurement, his 
height is taken, also his width from 
tip to tip of fingers with arms 
out- 


stretched. Made to sit down upon a 
stool placed against the scale, the 
trunk of the body is also taken. .Stand- 
ing on one foot on a box with his hand 
against the wall, the left foot is meas- 
ured. 
Placing the prisoner's arm 
flat 


down upon a table, the operator ascer- 
tains the length from the elbow to the 
finger tips 


The length and width of tho head 


are measured with a pair of callipers, 
also the length of the ear. 
Next are 


recorded the length of the second and 
little fingers of the left hand, which 
completes the 
measurements. 
The 


various positions In whi::h the body is 
placed as well as the different portions 
of the same selected for measurement 
under the Uertil Ion system are based 
upon scientific knowledge. 
Certain 


parts of the human anatomy never 
change, and placed in a certain poise it 
is impossible for the prisoner to 
con- 


tract or expand the muscles so as to 
deceive the operator. In taking e;ich 
measurement the operator calls off the 
figures, which are repeated back by 
the clerk as he sets them down. 


Next comes the description, which is 


very exact. For instance, there are 
six shades of blue eyes known to the 
system, namely, slate, light sky, azure, 
violet, murky, and greenish. 
In ex- 


amining the eye, three portions of it 
are taken into account, as there is 
often a variety of shades. 
The fore- 


head is alwaysfull, straight or reced- 
ing, with characteristics in length and 
breadth. In the nose the ridge, root 
and breadth are taken into account, 
also the breadth, width and project. 
The ear is out or close to the head, and 
is small, medium or large. 
No one re- 


ceived at the penitentiary hits black 
hair except Indians, Italians. Span- 
iards or Negroes. 
What is generally 


known as black hair is called under 
the Hertillon description dark chest- 
nut. 
The color of the hair is suscepti- 


ble, of a large number of classifications. 
The color of the beard, or what it 
would be if the prisoner had 
one.

the chin and the character of the

plexion, whether light, medium, dark, 
llorid or sallow.

carefully for scars, moles, birthmarks, 
and India-Ink marks.

Some time ago two men committed a j 


burglary in Springfield, O. They were 
apprehended, and while lying in jail 
one of them, named Kelley, who was a 
sailor on the ship Ualtimore at the 
time of the riot in Chili, undertook tc 
tattoo his pal, so that he could here- 
after make his living traveling with a 
show. The result of the sailor's work 
was a revelation when, a few months 
ago, his subject was brought to tht 
penitentiary and stripped in the Ber 
tillon room. 
The work was reajly 


beautifully executed, and covered near- 
ly the whole surface of the body. The 
most elaborate design was on the back, 
representing 
the 
crucifixion.

cross extended from the base of the 
neck to the hips and from one armpit 
to the other. There was a representa- 
tion of the agony of Christ, with the 
Roman soldiers, the kneeling Mary and 
other figures at the foot.

No two men's measurements are evei 
the same, or seldom approximate tL 
any degree. Each point of description 
is represented by a certain number,

infinite. 
If an operator was deceivec 


into taking a prisoner's description tht 
second time, under the impression that 
he was a first-term man, and attempt 
ed to file the record away, the number: 
would guide the operator exactly t< 
the spot where the old record was fileu 
and the mistake would be discovered. 


The Bertillon system was started bj 


Warden Cotlin, under his first adminis- 
tration some years ago, but the matcer 
was allowed to go by default by one oi 
his successors, and the records were 
lost. It has now been re-established 
on a much better basis, and 
will be- 


come a fixed part of the institution. 
Every new arrival is measured, and 
when the operators-are not otherwise 
engaged, batches of men already un- 
dergoing sentence are subjected to the 
system. Recently the operators were 
hard worked for several days by the 
arrival of 50 United States prisoners 
from Texas. Their description proved 
unusually difficult, because so many of 
them were so badly scarred, up with 
pistol and knife wounds. Twenty ex- 
aminations is considered a good day's 
work. 


On August 18 the four condemned 


men awaiting execution, in the annex, 
were brought in and measured by Op- 
erator Beatty. The quartette consist- 
ed of Kelch, the Cleveland wife-mur- 
derer; Martin, who killed an officer at 
Tiffin, and whose attempted lynching 
by a mob caused a disastrous riot; Cot- 
tell, the 18-year-old boy murderer of 
the Stone family at Akron ; and Tier-, 
ney, who killed a tramp for his money 
at Sandusky. All four of the men 
bore the phrenologist's sign of the 
homicide, the tops of the ears being 
above the eyebrow line 
Mr. Beatty, 


who has had such extensive experience 
in handling criminals, stated that this 
peculiarity was seldom if ever lacking. 


It is not strange that the system is 


greatly disliked by criminals. Some 
of them boastfully claim that they can 
beat it, but there.is no record of its 
having been done. It lias proved itself 
an invaluable aid to the police every- 
where, and has brought thousands of 
malefactors to justice.

Of these £,000,000 will 
be catalogued and numbered, so that 
any st.ar up to the llth magnitude can 
be located as easily as an island in the 
map of the world. The stars actually- 
shown upon the map will be those up to 
the 34t,h magnitude." Owing to the 
sensitiveness of the photographic plate, 
says the Brooklyn Courier, many of the 
stars shown will be those which cannot 
be detected by the human eye even 
when aided by the most powerful tel- 
escope. 
, 


Each observatory was obliged to have 


special apparatus with which to con- 
duct the work, otherwise the results 
would not conform to any standard. 
Among other things necessary were 
specially constructed telescopes, each 
of the 11 fee.t 3 inches focal length, hav- 
ing n.n object glass 12 inches in diameter. 
These nieasurcnie.nts were decided iipon 
by the intoruationn-l congress of astron- 
omers which met at Paris in 188S, and in 
nddition the congress decided that each 
observatory engaged in the work was 
to bear the totaJ expense connected with 
the collection of data of its own sec- 
tion, and to be responsible for the ac- 
c uxacy o f i ts w ork. T he tot al cos t of the 
completed map is estimated at about 
$2,000,000. The congress further de- 
cided that, owing to the enormous ad- 
ditional cost, no effort should be made 
to obtain photograplis of stars beyond 
the 14th magnitude.

It was no ghost that Enigneer An- 


dres, of. the B. & O. S-W evening mail 
train stopped his iron steed for at the 
Chick farm at New Boston Tuesday 
evening. He knew his eyes did not 
fool him when he saw his engine strike 
a small boy and throw him seven feet 
in the air, and when the train stopped 
and the trainmen made an unsuccess- 
ful search for fifteen minutes to find 
out where the boy had fallen, the old 
enigneer was simply bewildered. The 
crew, tried to make him believe that he 
had been dreaming. 
The only thing 


they could find about the spot where 
the enigneer saw the boy struck was a 
half dozen or so of gun cartridges. 


Coming on into town, Andres re-
